The Parent CMld Reading Systam (PCRS) Diagnostic Surveys 
are an ©utgrowtii of a two-year evolution of the entire Family 
Learning reading iystem. They are deiigned to provide the Fam- 
ily Learning Specialist (F^) with an accurate diagnQSis of a child's 
reading needs, and, when used with Prescription Charts A, B, C, 
and Di offer a relatively quick answer to ttie following two questions i 

1. Of the 500 + reading sldlls arranged in fte PCRS, in 
which does the child need the most immediate assis- 
tance? 

2. For these priority skills, which of the materials avail*' 
able in tiie FLC are most appropriate for the child and 
for his parent? 

In short, tiiese Surveys are Intended to put tiie FLS (and hence, 
the parent) qmckly in touch wltti inatructional mateT*lals that apply 
to the age and the reading needs of almost any child in Kindergarten 
through 6th grade* Children whose abilities fall in the reading 
readiness area should be given a readiness survey such as Vhm 
PATTR Inventory. (See Specialist's Gudde,, <'PATTR"). 

GENERAL DESCRIPTION 

The FLiS will need the following materials in conducting the PCRS 
surveys! 

I, Survey Booklet s The survey booklet used by the FLS contains 
the objective, direction, BJid exercise for 29 general raadlng 
iklU categories. Survey 1 deals witii word recognition skills 
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is generally applicable to grades K through 3. Survey 2, 
in two parts, deals vocabulary i^d work/ study skllla and 

applies generally to grades 3 tiirough 6. You will note ttiat &e 
exercises for work/ study skills in Survey 1 are combined with 
categories 13, 14, mnd 15 In Survey 2, SMUs In both surveys 
^le sequenced according to their dlfflculty, 
II. Answer BooM^et . 

A. Recording s Student responses are recorded by &e FLS 
except where directions Indicate Aat the child writes his 
response. 

B. Scoring . With ^ree exceptions, tiie exercises for each 
skill category contain 10 Items or an even multiple of 10* 
The FLS can count correct responses oi^y, laid by placing 
this number in tiie space pro^dded^ avoids the necessity 
for computing percentages. U fte child scores 80% or 
better (except where noted in tiie survey booklet) he is 
considered proflclent in that skill. (However, a cMld, 
though proflclentp who takes longer thiui 10 seconds on 
each responsa may need additional practice in that skill, ) 

in* Answer Keys . Answers for each exercise are provided' at 

the end of fee Survey Booklet. 
IV- Prescription Charts . Prescription charts A, C, and D are 

not so much a part of the diagnosis as they are a tool to help 

the FLS detern^ne where to place the child In the PCRS. 

Charts A and Prescription Charts A and B are used with 
Surveys 1 aaid 2 respectlvelyi each number 
In the top row of the charts corresponds to 
a sMll category in the Survey Booklet. Be- 
low the categories is a graph for progress 
plotting and a list of numbers that designate 
the reading prescription in each category. 
Each prescription number corresponds to an 
objective In the PCRS Retrieval Manual, and 
is followed by a letter code. The letter codes 
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DIRECTIONS 



indicate whetJier tiiere are matariale available, 
in PCRS appropriate to tt.e age and ability of 
tiie child. (See SpeciaUate Qvadmg "PCRS 
Letter Codes",) 
Charts C and D^. Prescription charts C and D Hit the PCRS ob- 
jectives for compr^ension and reading and 
tibose work/itudy sMlls not contained in Surveys 
I and II* Itere are no diagnostic surveys for 
tiie objectives listed on Charts C and D; however, 
we have found that the child's compreheniion and 
work/ study abilities cm be accurately diagnosed 
by confer rtog with his elementary teacher, by 
ttie observation of the FLiS* or trough the use 
of a commercial informal reading inventory. 
Since comprehension skUlls shoi^d be taught 
along wth word recognition^ vocabulary and 
work study sMlls^ the cMld sho\ild be assigned 
prescription numbers from charts C and D as 
well as from charts A and B« 
V, Lesson Plan # A lesson plu is provided and is used by tiie FLS 
and the child's parent to record Him prescription number(B) and the 
Instructional material that the parent and child will be using« 
jbi order to avoid the various charts and lesson plan "getting away" 
from the cMld's file, we suggest stapling Charts A, B. C, D and 
&e Lesson Plan inside a standard manllla file folder. This ^en be^ 
comes a contin\20Us file for all the child's work. 

We also suggest that ttie surveys be used individually, i^d if possible, 
during the school day. This requires ttiat the cUld be absent from 
his regiilar classroom for a brief period^ but in certain elementary 
schools, the adniinistrative schedule will permit this. 

One final notei The PCRS surveys are not "tests" as such* How* 
ever, their format and ttielr Implementation may suggest "test" to 
some parents, with the usual negative associations* Thus, to avoid 
undue pressure on tiim child, we feel the surveys are best used 
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DIRECTIONS 



without the parents present. When ttus is impossible, we have 
found it beneficial to occupy the parent eittier in getting to know 
tiie PCRS Material Codes or in making a simple, Instructional 
game for his child. (See SpeciaUst's Guide, "The First Survey. 
Session. ")

Prepare tte child's 
folder In advance^ arranging and 
stapling Prescription Cb^arts wd 
The Liesion Plan on the inside 
covers of the folder. 



Based on what you toow about the 
child-'Ms age, his grade, etc., 
and information given to you by 
his classroom teacher, you should 
select three categories In the sw- 
vey booWlet. If you feel that you 
do not ^ow enough about ttie child 
prior to his coming to &e FLCp 
It is safe enough to begin wi& the 
first exercise. Little time will be 
lost In '^running &t ough'^ those ex- 
ercises in which he Is proficient* 
You may find it a good practice to 
start a child somewhat below his 
grade level, to insure Ms pro« 
flclency In skills upon which you 
and the parent will later build. 




The FLiS records the chUd-s re* 
sponses in ihm answer booklet, 
except where the direction indi^ 
cates otherwise. When an exer-* 
else is completed^ you can enter 
the number of correct responses 
in the space provided and continue 
until the child completes three 
categories with less than 80% (100% 
where specified).

These steps will complete fee initial diagnosis of the child's abili- 
ties and put him and his parent in touch with the proper materials* 
After the child has worked through fee materials prescribed on the 
Lesson Planj he sho^d be given the PCRS Post-Test for that objec- 
tive. Here a score of 100% is considered proficient. (Notei Within 
any category a Post- Test wife a higher objective number may be used 
to check the child "ouf of a given category--^ fee letter codes are 
the same, (See Guide, PCRS ''Post-Tests.'^) 

Once the child is proficient in, and has ''checked out" of the three 
initial categories^ you will want to recycle the survey process until 
feree more priority categories are identified. We lave attempted 
to keep the PCRS system as streamlined as posslblaj however It Is 
not applicable to every potential FLC site, and you may need to "bend" 
certain procedures to fit your own needs.
